Blacks In Driving Park Area Blast 
Failures By Mental Health Agencies 


Not only do blacks in the 
Driving Park Area feel that the 
mentat health agencies fait to 
meet their needs, leaders in the 


‘area also feel that mental 


health plans are being forced 
upon them without any real 
concern whether or not the 
strategies are useful, Khari 
Enaharo said at apress confer- 
ence Tuesday. 

Enaharo, chairman of the 
Driving Park Area Commis- 
sion,said.thecommission.and 
Dr-Jdoe PHotta ofthe Ohio 
State University did a study 
project to ascertain blacks’ 
views on mental health in the 
area. The project was titled 
“Assessing Non-Integrative 
Law in the Black Community.” 

Enaharo said what was 
found was a blanket indictment 
of the fallaciés of mental health 
agencies in serving the needs 
of blacks. . 

‘A deep-seated feeling 
exists on the part of this com- 
munity’s: members that they 
have been overlooked by the 
mental health system,” he said. 

considering the fact that 
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are supposed tooheoecem 
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community interviewed said 
they most often learn about 
proposed plans in the news- 
papers and are always er 
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best, the leaders of the black 
community are only consulted 
subsequent to the formulation 
of any plans and then are 
merely asked to endorse pro- 
grams that are already sche- 
duled to be implemented,” 
Enaharo said. 

Enaharo-_said when citizens 
were asked if they knew the 
location of the social service 


programs that are designed to 
serve them, none could. say 
with any certainty where they 
could be found. 

He said the area is being 
short-changed by ‘‘general- 
ized” rather than “localized” 
planning. 

“The result is that planning- 
isnot ‘comprehensive’, and, 
therefore, citizens feel the fed- 


eral funds that are received are 


not used appropriately,” he 
said. 
Enaharo continued, ‘‘Be- 


cause they have ‘not been 
offered the chance to voice 
their needs of their community, 
they feel helpless or ‘handi- 
capped’ relative to solving the 
problems they are currently

that began in 1948: He was 
one of eight to join the 
department and brought the 
total number of blacks to 25. 
Well, putting out fires-and 
Preventing them is a lot 
more sophisticated than 34 
years ago. And something 
eise is different about the 
f flre department today: A 
court decision mandating 
that the department make 
“efforts to hire blacks. 
-When White joined the fire 
department discrimination 
was rampant. But he sur- 
vived_it,as -did—the—three 
other blacks who rose to 
become Battalion Chiefs: 
Herman Harrison, William 
Boyer and Carl Jones. When 
White leaves the depart- 
ment, he will leave more 
than 100 black firefighters 
'on the job. That certainly 
looks better than when he 
Started. 


However, his retirement 
will mean only one ranking 
black in the department, a 
lieutenant. Of course there 
have been other black rank- 
ing officers. Eleven of the 
original 16-who joined the 


department when the 
department opened a-sta= 
tion on 20th street in 1935 
went on to become ranking 


officers. Others followed.

A Case Of Discrimination 

To say the least, we were Surprised by the U.S: District 
Court's ruling in Columbus which declared the State's Set 
Aside Law, House Bill 584, unconstitutional. After the bill. 
was passed and signed into law by former Gov. James A. 
Rhodes in December 1981, minority businesses have con- 
tracted for more dollars with the State than in all the years. 
combined prior to House Bill 584. “ 

U.S. Disirict Judge Joseph P. Kinneary said in part in his 
ruling that the taw was unconstitutional because no past 
history of discrimination on the part of.the state had been 
shown to warrant enacting such a law. 

The law specifies that five percent of the total value of all 
State purchases and seven percent-of the subcontracts.on 
construction projects be set aside for bidding by minority 
firms. The Ohio Contractors Association filed a suit seek- 
ing to have the law. overturned. Kinneary ruled on the side 
of the white contractors, saying that the law violated equal 
protection outliend by the U.S. Supréme Court in its Bakke 
decision in 1978. 

The plaintiffs in the suit appealed Kinneary's decision to 
the Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals in Cincinnati, where 
Judge Nathaniel R. Jones promptly granted a stay of Kin- 
neary’s decision. Then a three judge _nanel extended. the 

= a ~~ Stay until an appeal of the case can be heard by the Sixth 
Circuit Court. Regardless of how the court rules, botn sides 
Say the issue is certain to go to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Giver how the high court has been ruling in recent years 
On issues affecting minorities, the outcome in favor of the 
minority contractors must not look good even to disinter- 
ested observers. 

The Ohio General Assembly, meanwhile, has the oppor- 
tunity to get preparations under way to pass another bill in 
event the Supreme Court declares Senate Bill 584 uncon- 
Stitutional. The issue of whether the state has discriminated 
against minorities in awarding contracts is rather obvious 
in the affirmative if anyone would just look at the record.

Because of their poten- 
tial for creating jobs, rehabili-

For years, minority busi- 
nesses, which are mostly retail 
and service concerns, have 
suffered as a depressed indus- 
try.

The reconciliation of Sena- 
tor M. Morris Jackson, D- 
‘Cleveland, and The Demo- 
cratic Senatorial caucus, 
appears to be on the verge of 
ending in dismal failure. 

The same issue that promp-

“Sanders was a very intelli- 
gent man, but after he was 
beaten by police, he would do 
unusual things.

considered as a Cult leader.” 

Mrs. Maxine Smith, execu- 
tive director of the Memphis 


Branch NAACP, has called, 


upon the U_S. Justice Depart- 
ment “to cgnduct an impartial 
investigation into the matter.” 

Mrs. Smith-has also blasted 
white Councilman Bob James’ 
Statement when he said, “How 
much consideration should be 
given seven animals who were 
torturing a policeman?”
